Belgians themselves erred in making 
up the lists of those to be transport- 
ed to Germany by including persons 
unaffected by Governor General Bis- 
sing's order of May 15, 1916. 


JThe note goes on to say that Bel- 


gians now -working in Germany are 
engaged in occupations permissable 
u.nder international law such as leg- 
islate agriculture and industrial pur- 
siitts and that the German govern- 
ment regrets extremely that the sit- 
uation has been completely misrep- 
resentd in the United States by the 
"lying press of Germany's enemies." 
TJie German government, it is de- 
clared, in the interest of the Bel- 
gian people, would also regret if the 
activities of the Belgian relief com- 
mittee was affected.

Alsace-Lorraine, certain rights

Berlin, Dec. 12.—Following is the 


text of the note addressed by Ger- 
many and her allies to the hostile 
governments: 


"The most terrific war ever expe- 


rienced in history has been ragmg 
for the last two years and a half 
over a large part of the 
world—a 


catastrophe 
which 
thousands 
of 


years of common 
civilization 
was 


unable to prevent, and which 
in- 


jures the most 
precious 
achieve- 


ments of humanity. 
Our aims are 


not to shatter nor annihilate our 
adversaries. 
In spite of our 
con- 


sciousness of our military and eco- 
nomic strength and our readiness to 
continue the war (which has been 
forced upon us) until the bitter end, 
if 
necessary, 
at 
the 
same time 


orompted by the desire to avoid fur- 
ther bloodshed and make an end to 
;he atrocities of war, the four allied 
powers propose to enter forthwith 
jito peace negotiations. 


"The 
propositions 
which 
they 


bring forward for such negotiations 
and which have for their object a 
guarantee of the existence of the 
bionor and liberty of ev-olution for 
iheir nations, are-, according to 'their 
Brm belief, an appropriate basis for 
;he establishment of a lasting peace. 


"The 
four -allied powers have 


jeen obliged to take up arms to de- 
:end justice and the liberty of na- 
ional evolution. The glorious deeds 
of our armies have in no way al- 
;ered their 
purpose. 
"We 
always 


maintained the firm belief that our 
own rights and justified claims in 
no way control the rights of these 
nations. 


"The spiritual and material prog- 


ress which were the pride of Europe 
at the beginning of the twentieth 
century are threatened 
with 
ruin. 


Germany and her 
allies , Austria- 


lungary, Bulgaria and Turkey, gave 
proof 
of 
their 
unconquerable 


strength in 
this 
struggle. 
They 


;ame'd gigantic advantages over al- 
'ersaries superior in numbers and 
war material. 
Our lines stand un- 


shaken against 
ever 
repeated 
at- 


tempts, made by armies. 


"The last attack in the 
Balkans 


las been rapidly 
and victoriously 


overcome. 
The most recent events 


lave demonstrated that further con- 
.inuance of the war will not result 
n breaking the resistance of our 


forces and the whole situation witl 
regard to our troops justifies our 
expectation of further successes. 


"If in spite of this otfer of peace 


and 
reconciliation, the 
struggle 


should go on, the four allied powers 
are resolved to continue to a vie 
torious end, but they disclaim re 
sponsibility for this before humanity 
and history. 
The imperial govern 


ment, through the good offices 
ot 


your excellency, asks 
the govern- 


ment of (here is inserted the name 
of the neutral power addressed 
in 


each instance) to bring this 
com- 


muncation to the knowledge of the 
government (here are inserted 
the 


names of the belligerents). 


After reading the note, the chan- 


cellor said: 


"Gentlemen, in August, 1914, our 


enemies challenged the superiority 
of power in the world. 
Today we 


raise the question of peace, which 
is a question of humanity. We await 
the answer of our enemies with that 
sereneness of mind which is guaran- 
teed to us by,, our exterior and in- 
terior strength and 
by our 
clear 


conscience. 
If our enemies decline 


to end the war, if they wish to take 
upon themselves the world's heavy 
burden of all these terrors which 
hereafter will follow, then even in 
the least and smallest homes, 
the 


German heart will burn in sacred 
wrath against our enemies who are 
unwilling to stop human -slaughter, 
in order_that their plans of 
con- 


auest and annihilation may continue. 
In a fateful hour we took a fateful 
decision. God will be the judge. We 
can proced upon our way without 
fear and unashamed. 
We are ready 


for fighting, and we are ready for 
peace." 


"The empire is not 
a 
besieged 


fortress, as our adversaries imagined 
but one gigantic and firmly disci- 
plined camp with inexhaustible re- 
sources. ^Tot confused by assevera- 
tions, we progressed with firm de- 
cision, we thus continue our progress 
always ready to defend ourselves 
and fight for our nation's existence, 
for its free future and always ready 
to stretch our hand for peace. 


"His majesty therefore, in com- 


plete harmony and in common with 
our allies, decided to propose to the 
hostile powers to enter into peace 
negotiations. This morning I trans- 
mitted a note to this effect to all the 
hostile powers, through the repre- 
sentatives of those powers which are 
watching over our 
interests 
and 


rights in the hostile states, I asked 
the representatives of 
Spain, 
the 


United States and Switzerland 
to 


forward that note. 


"The same procedure 
has 
been 


adopted today in Vienna, Constan- 
tinople, and Sofia. 
Other 
neutral 


states and his holiness, the pope, 
have been similarly informed.

Field Marshal Yon Hindenburg cap- 
tured the whole of western Walla- 
chia and the hostile capital of Bu- 
charest, leading with unparalleled 
genius the troops that in competition 
with all the allies made 
possible 


what hitherto was considered Impos- 
sible. 


"And Hindenburg does not rest* 


Military 
operations progress. By 


strokes of the sword at the same 
time foundations for onr economic 
needs have been laid. Great stocks 
of grain, victuals, oil and other goods 
fell into our hands 
in Rdnanla. 


Their transport has begun. la spite 
of scarcity we could have lived on 
onr own supplies, but now our safety 
is beyond question." 


"To these great events on land," 


the chancellor continued, "heroic 
deeds of equal importance are added 
by our submarines. The spectre oC 
famine, which our enemies intendel 
to appear before us. now pursues 
them without mercy. 
When after 


the termination of the first year of 
the war the emperor addressed thn 
nation in a public appeal he said: 
'Having witnessed such great events 
my heart was filled with awe and 
determination.' 


"Neither our emperor nor our na- 


tion ever changed their minds 
in 


this respect. 
Neither 
have 
they 


now. The genius and heroic acts of 
our leaders have 
fashioned 
theso 


facts as firm as iron. If the enemy 
counted upon the weariness of his 
enemy, then he was deceived."

in the form of capital and labor, or 
in the form of farm produce and the 
organized purchasers therefore. 


We all recognize 
that 
there 


something more important in farm- 
ing than dollars: yet. unless we can 
make farming more remunerative in 
the coming: years than we have in 
the past, we will fail 
to 
hold 
the 


right type of our young 
manhood 


and womanhood on the farm. 


One of the most foolish and short- 


sighted measures recently proposed. 
is an embargo on food stuff. 
The 


farmer is broad-minded and fair. — 
he will not object at all if the needs 
of America demand it. provided, at 
the same time, the embargo is placed 
on every line of inanuietcture. especi- 
ally munitions of war. 
The farmer 


will take his chances along with the 
rest, but it is unfair and un-Ameri- 
can to deny the farmer markets that 
others enjoy, and yet force him to 
buy on a market that is simulated by 
orders from abroad. 
An embargo 


bill on food stuffs would defeat the 
very purpose for which it was creat- 
ed. by discouraging agricultural pro- 
duction in the future. The Bill is so 
unfair that it has not a possibility of 
passing. 
The farmers demand" a 


complete embargo or none at all. 


We hear much these days about 


this subject by people who. it would 
appear to the actual producer, know 
less about it than anything else. The 
increased cost of food stuffs is but 
the logical result of natural causes 
and present day 
tendencies. 
With 


The exception of those articles 
af- 


fected by cold storage, 
car 
short- 


age or crop failure, 
th? 
increased 


cost of food stuffs is no greater, in 
fact, not as great an increase, as can 
be noted in manufactured 
articles, 


The public seems to forget that the 
shortening of the hours of labor, the 
lemand for larger magins of profit, 
can have but one result. — that of di- 
verting capital and labor from the 
farm. 


The cardinal factors, however, in 


this problem, are transportation and 
iisinbunon. 
Wo have developed, in 


America a transportation system that

This is a move 
in the right direction and should 
have the support of every organized 
farmer. 


We had hoped the makers of shot 


and shell were so busy sending mu- 
nitions across the water, that 
they 


would give the birds of Ohio a rest. 
In this, we are disappointed, as al- 
ready a movement is on foot to se- 
cure an open season for quail. We 
ask that Bob White be classed as a 
song bird, because of his melody and 
song, because he is a real friend of 
the farmers, and because he now has 
enough enemies without adding man 
and gun.

nest five years. We recommend that 
the next General Assembly enact leg- 
islation providing means and meth- 
ods of co-operation between the ad- 
ministrative authorities of the State 
and Nation to conform 
to 
recent 


Federal legislation so as to insure 
the greatest degree of benefit to our 
State. 


The Cass Highway Law is general- 


ly accepted as right in principle, in 
that it contemplates skilled manage- 
ment in road building and repair and 
arovides plans and methods for co- 
operation as between the townships. 
counties and thc state 
in the im- 


provement of all highways. We rec- 
ommend- that a number of correc- 
tions of detail be made because of 
apparent over-lapping of authority 
and seeming confusion as to duties 
and powers. 
We should stand for 


th<> retention of the present county 
and township l"vi«-s and thc clarify- 
ing of the emergency sections of the 
statutes. 


The Grange has ever championed 


the cause of rural education; our 
record has been one of consistent 
progress, both a« relates to the coun- 
try school and our agricultural col- 
lege. 
We must not forget that rec- 


ords show that about 3*'* of the 
boys and girls thai enter our coun- 
try schools nev«r graduate from col- 
lege.

Today—Dec. 12. 


The French minister of the in- 


terior stated that sixty-four spies 
had been condemned to death by 
court martial in France since the 
beginning of the war.

is an embargo on food stuff. 
The 


farmer is broad-minded and fair.— 
he will not object at all if the needs 
of America demand it. provided, at 
the same time, the embargo is placed 
on every line of manufacture, especi- 
ally munitions of war. 
The farmer 


will take his chances along with the 
rest, but it is unfair and un-Ameri- 
can to deny the farmer markets that 
others enjoy, and yet force him to 
buy on a market that is simulated by 
orders from abroad. 
An embargo 


bill on food stuffs would defeat the 
very purpose for which it was creat- 
ed, by discouraging agricultural pro- 
duction in the future. The Bill is so 
unfair that it has not a possibility of 
passing. 
The farmers demand" a 


complete embargo or none at all. 


hear much these days about 


this subject by people who. it would 
appear to the actual producer, know 
less about it than anything else. The 
increased cost of food stuffs is but 
the logical result of natural causes 
and present day 
tendencies. 
With 


the exception of those articles 
af- 


fected by cold storage, 
car 
short- 


age or crop failure, 
the 
increased 


cost of food Ftuffs is no greater, in 
fact, not as great an increase, as can 
tie noted in manufactured articles. 
The public seems to forget that the 
shortening of the hours of labor, the 
demand for larger magins of profit, 
can have but one result.—that of di- 
verting capital and labor from the 
farm. 
The cardinal f actors, /however, in 


this problem, are transportation and 
distribution. 
We have developed, in 


America a transportation system that 
di«rriminates greatly between long 
and short haul freight rates, discour- 
aging, in a measure, production near 
our markets. 
Still more important, 


have neither express nor parcel 


post systems of much value in direct 
marketing, to the consuming public.
